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DETAILED ACTION

Arrangement of the Specification 



2. The drawings are missing in the instant application. The drawings attached to 
the priority document and filed with this application are being used until Applicant can 
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supply drawings, in response to this Office action. No new nnatter should be entered. 
Further the drawings as filed in the priority document are objected to as being small and 
failing to show enough detail as to be able to understand the claimed subject matter. 
The figures are so small that the individual elements cannot be determined. The sensor 
19 and its structure cannot be seen in a clear and definite manner. 
3. Claims 1-30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. The claims are narrative in form and replete with 
indefinite and functional or operational language. The structure that goes to make up 
the device must be clearly and positively specified. The structure must be organized 
and correlated in such a manner as to present a complete operative device. Claim 1 
will be treated by way of example but all the claims should be reviewed and amended 
into proper claim form. The phrase "or the like", as found on line 1 of claim 1 , renders 
the claim indefinite because the claim includes elements not actually disclosed (those 
encompassed by "or the like"), thereby rendering the scope of the claim(s) 
unascertainable. See MPEP § 21 73.05(d). On line 2 of claim 1 , "a control range" is a 
term that is vague and indefinite failing to clearly set forth definite and understandable 
structure. Yet further "nipper insert halves" line 6 of claim 1, is vague and indefinite 
language. On line 4/5 of claim 1 , "a working range" is vague and indefinite in nature. 
Further in claim 1, "the inner lever ends", "the flux offerees", and "the closing force" lack 
antecedent basis. Again all claims should be reviewed for like problems and amended 
into proper claim form. Alternative limitations, which are contained in most of the 
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dependent claims, should be avoided in that they render the claims indefinite for failing 
to specifically point out the claimed invention. Further claims 28 and 29 are not 
understood and the structure is not clearly defined. 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1 ), (2), and (4) of section 371 (c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act 
of 1999 (AlPA) do not apply to the examination of this application as the application 
being examined was not (1 ) filed on or after November 29, 2000, or (2) voluntarily 
published under 35 U.S.C. 122(b). Therefore, this application is examined under 35 
U.S.C. 102(e) prior to the amendment by the AlPA (pre-AlPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 
Claims 1, 19, 23,24, 25, 26, 27. and 30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Meier. 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject nnatter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 20-22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Meier. 

Meier teaches the claimed invention in principal (see column 6, lines 44-51); the 

particular way in which the pressure were measured would have been an obvious 
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choice of sensor placement well within the knowledge of the skilled artisan, such a 
provision being an obvious choice sensor placement and design. 

6. Claims 2-18, 28, and 29 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to 
include all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

7. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure.
